Sand Pit Puzzles. 


Nebraska's sand hill region offers am 


of the most unusual fields for scientific 
Investigation hi this country. In some 
places the wind begins its work on the 
very top of a hill. Gradually, while the 
outline of the bill remains intact, tbe 
hole goes dowu deeper until It reaches 
hardpan or rock, where water collects. 
The top of the excavation may be only 
a few yards across, and then the pit 
has the appearance of a great well. 
The air seems to go down into one of ' 
these holes with a sort of suction, and 
tbe day is never so calm but that some 
sand rises from the pit It always piles 
out on the northeast side. The excava- 
tions are not confined to the bills. They 
may start cji the level ground and then, 
as in the other case, the bole will go 
down to water. The level land excava- 
tions may be of any size from a pond 
of many acres to a narrow pit three 
times as deep as it is wide They are 
called. In western parlance, "blow- !

In 
his "Chats on Old Coins." remarks that 
"sterling" was api.'.k-d to the quality 
of the mintage, wliioh was examined 
periodically at East or. Hence the term 
"Eascerlinsr." or "sttTlins.:," denoted 
coins of true weight and value as last 
attested. It to interesting to learn that 
Queen Mary was tho first English sov- 
ereign to date her coinage, which she 
did In 1553, usinc Roman numerals. 
The type of the Mary shilling is his- 
torically of particular interest in that 
It to the only period of English coinage 
on which Joint sovereigns were repre- 
sented face to face.

imitation moroccos, although it takes 
an expert to discover the difference. 
Long wear, of course, reveals the de- 
ception.

APPLICATION OF 


WAR REVENUE LAW 


TO EXPRESS COS. 


The war revenue law as unacted 


by the congress of the United State* 
becomes effective Tuesday, Doc. I. 


The law regarding; shipment 
by 


express or freight explicitly provides 
that all 
transportation companies 


Hhall Issue to the shipper 
or con- 


signer, or his agent, where a charge 
exceeding five cents is made, a bill of 
lading or receipt and such shipper 
or consignor shall duly attach and 
cancel a stamp of the value of one 
cent. 


It is also provided that in any and 


all cases where an adhesive stamp Is 
used for denoting tax imposed the 
person using or affixing 
the earn? 


shall write or stamp tuereon the ini- 
tials of his name and the date-upon 
which the same shall be attached or 
used, so that the same shall 
not 


again be used. 


Any failure on the part of shipper 


or consignor to duly attach and can- 
cel a stamp upon each receipt issued 
is punishable in accordance with the 
penalties invoked under the interna- 
tional revenue laws. 


A shipment consists of one or more 


articles or packages received from 
one shipper at one time for one con- 
signee and destination. 


As a matter of convenience agents 


will be supplied with a limited num- 
ber of stamps for sale to shippers.
